FOUR MORE YEARS BEGINS FOR OBAMA- 
AFTER HIS FINAL INAUGURATION BLOWOUT

WASHINGTON President Obama took the of- 
ficial oath for his second term Sunday at the 
White House in a small, private ceremony that 
set a more subdued tone compared with the 
historic start of his presidency four years ago. 

Gathered with his family in the Blue Room 
on the White House’s ceremonial main floor, 
Obama put his hand on a family Bible and re- 
cited the 35-word oath that was read out loud 
byU.S. Chief Justice John Roberts. 

“I did it,” Obama said as he hugged his 
wife, Michelle, and daughters Sasha and Ma- 
lia. “Thank you, sweetie,” he told Michelle 
when she congratulated him. “Good job, Dad. 
You didn’t mess up,” 11-year-old Sasha told her 
father. 

It was a low-key start to the first African- 
American president’s second term, which 
is likely to be dominated— at least at the 
start— by budget fights with Republicans and 
attempts to reform gun control and immigra- 
tion laws. 

Obama, 51, will be sworn in publicly Mon- 
day outside the West Front of the Capitol 
overlooking the National Mall in front of 
as many as 800,000 people, a much bigger 


ceremony replete with a major address and 
a parade. The ceremony, which includes Be- 
yonce’s performance of the national anthem 
among its prominent appearances, is sched- 
uled to begin around 10:30 a.m. Central time, 
though TV coverage will begin hours earlier 
as guests arrive. 

Downtown Washington was all but locked 
down with heavy security Sunday Many 
streets were closed, lined with barricades. Po- 
lice sirens blared. Outside the White House 
on Pennsylvania Avenue, an elaborate presi- 
dential viewing stand encased in bulletproof 
glass was set up for Obama and other VIPs to 
watch the parade. 

Sunday’s ceremony shown live on TV, was 
necessary because the Constitution mandates 
that the president take office Jan. 20. Plan- 
ners opted to go with a private ceremony on 
the actual date and then hold the ceremonial 
inaugural activities the next day 

By Monday Obama will have been sworn 
in four times, two for each term, putting 
him equal to Franklin Roosevelt, who won 
four terms. A second Obama swearing-in was 
deemed necessary in 2009 when Roberts 
flubbed the first one. On Sunday Roberts 
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read the oath carefully from a card and made 
no mistakes. 

Obama, who won a second four years 
Nov 6 by defeating Republican Mitt Romney 
after a bitter campaign, opens round two fac- 
ing many of the same problems that dogged 
his first term: persistently high unemploy- 
ment, crushing government debt and a deep 
partisan divide over how to solve the issues. 

This has taken some of the euphoria out of 
his second inauguration, with TV pundits de- 
bating how successful he will be and whether 
he can avoid the policy overreaching that of- 
ten afflicts two-term presidents. 

If the president harbored any doubts him- 
self, there was no sign of it as he attended 
a rousing service at Metropolitan African 
Methodist Episcopal Church in downtown 
Washington where he and Michelle clapped 
and swayed to gospel music. 

“Forward, forward,” Rev Ronald Brax- 
ton shouted to his congregation, echoing an

As the hours wound down to President 
Obama’s inaugural address, the White House 
said it sees Monday’s remarks as one in a series 
of speeches laying out the president’s vision 
for his second term that started with his vic- 
tory on election night. 

The tone of Obama’s inaugural address will 
be “hopeful,” White House senior adviser 
David Plouffe said. 

“What he’s going to do is remind the coun- 
try that our founding principles and values 
still can guide us in a changing and modern 
world,” he said Sunday on CNN’s “State of 
the Union.” 

Asked if bipartisanship had slipped from 


the administration’s focus since the election 
considering the sharp rhetoric over issues 
such as raising the debt ceiling and gun leg- 
islation in the aftermath of the Sandy Hook 
massacre, Plouffe pushed back. 

“Our point was that we are trying to enlist 
the American people in these debates,” he 
said. “The only way change is really going to 
happen and we really make progress is for the 
American people — it’s one of the lessons of 
the first term— they need to be involved at 
the center of this and pushing here. 

“The barrier is there are factions here in 
Congress, Republicans in Congress, that are 
out of the mainstream, so we need to bring 
the American people into these debates.”

Biden’s family about 120 guests and a few re- 
porters witnessed the private swearing-in cer- 
emony in the main foyer of his Naval Observatory 
residence. Biden used a Bible with a Celtic cross 
on the cover that has been in his family since 1893. 

The audience for Monday’s ceremony is not ex- 
pected to be as big as it was in 2009, when a record 
1.8 million people crammed into the National 
Mall to witness the swearing-in. Turnout is pro- 
jected at 600,000 to 800,000, with millions 
more watching on TV 

With the public ceremony falling on the na- 
tional holiday honoring slain civil rights leader 
Martin Luther King Jr., Obama will have a 
chance to draw historic parallels in his speech. 
While taking the oath Monday he will place his 
left hand on two Bibles— one once owned by 
Abraham Lincoln and the other by King. 

The Obamas will attend two official inaugu- 
ral balls, compared with the 10 that were held in 
2009.

TSA nixes full-

ALGIERS, Algeria The death toll has risen to at least 
48 hostages killed during a four-day siege at a gas plant 
deep in the Sahara as a veteran Islamist fighter claimed re- 
sponsibility for the attack on behalf of al-Qaida. 

Prime Minister Abdelmalek Sellal is expected to give de- 
tails at a Monday news conference about one of the worst 
international hostage crises in decades, which left Ameri- 
can, British, French, Japanese, Norwegian and Romanian 
workers dead or missing. 

A security source said Sunday that Algerian troops had 
found the bodies of 25 hostages, raising the number of mili- 
tants and their captives killed to at least 80. He said six mili- 
tants were captured alive and troops were still searching for 
others. 

Mokhtar Belmokhtar, a one-eyed veteran Islamist fighter, 
claimed responsibility for the attack Sunday 

“We in al-Qaida announce this blessed operation,” he 
said in a video, according to Sahara Media, a regional web- 
site. He said about 40 attackers participated in the raid, 
roughly matching the government’s figures for fighters 
killed and captured. 

The fighters swooped out of the desert and seized the 
base Wednesday capturing a plant that produces 10 percent 
of Algeria’s natural gas exports, as well as a nearby residen- 
tial barracks. 

They demanded an end to the French air strikes against 
Islamist fighters in neighboring Mali that had begun five 


days earlier. 

The siege turned bloody Thursday when the Algerian 
army opened fire, saying fighters were trying to escape with 
their prisoners. Survivors said Algerian forces blasted sev- 
eral trucks in a convoy carrying both hostages and their 
captors. 

Nearly 700 Algerian workers and more than 100 foreigners 
escaped, mainly Thursday when the fighters were driven from 
the residential barracks. Some captors remained holed up in 
the industrial complex until Saturday when they were overrun.

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Cubs to city: Untie our 
hands and we’ll make 
Wrigley shine like new

For all the charm and nostalgia oozing from 
Wrigley Field, the historic ballpark fields its 
share of criticism. It’s been called cramped, 
decrepit and overflowing with boozing 
bleacher bums. 

Well, the third thing on that list isn’t likely 
to change. However, the Cubs are offering 
to fund a $300 million renovation project 
themselves if ordinances and landmarking 
provisions are eased. 

The Cubs put on a full-court press Satur- 
day revealing their plans at the Cubs Con- 
vention. Now the ball is in Mayor Emanuel’s 
court. The Cubs have spoken to Emanuel’s 
representatives, and Cubs business presi- 
dent Crane Kenney said he feels the mayor 
will be amenable to the new proposal. If 
the team gets the green light from the city, 
it would reshape the ballpark over five off- 
seasons. 

Some of the proposed changes, such 
as renovations to the press box and club- 
houses, will be barely noticeable to fans and 
neighborhood residents. Yet a great deal of 
the construction would alter the Wrigley ex- 
perience-likely for the better. Here are five 
areas the changes at Wrigley would affect. 


YOUR LEISURE 

The plans for a so-called “Triangle building” 
on the parking lot west of the ballpark was 
scrapped for an open-air area that can be 
used for a farmer’s market, ice rink, movie 
watching and other activities. Mike Lufra- 
no, Cubs executive vice president of com- 
munity affairs, said the idea of having 400 
vehicles enter the Triangle building for park- 
ing “wasn’t something that was particularly 
well-thought of” by fans. 


YOUR EYES 

In terms of new signage, the Cubs said the 
outfield is the most lucrative spot in terms of 
revenue. Purists might complain that more 
ads mar the vista, though the real problem 
could come from nearby rooftop owners 
whose views might be blocked by a large sign, 
like the Toyota sign in left field. 


The Cubs also will remove the LED board 
under the center-field scoreboard. They hope 
to add one above the left-field bleacher wall. 
“This will help us ensure all fans who sit in the 
bowl seats will have access to the statistics 
and information we can provide,” senior mar- 
keting director Alison Miller said. The Cubs 
also appear to be gaining support for a mini- 
Jumbotron; Miller said the Cubs are “consid- 
ering it” for the renovation. 


With 50 million pounds of concrete and steel 
removed and replaced, and new seats in- 
stalled, will they be properly angled to watch 
the game without craning one’s neck? Kenney 
said the re-pouring of concrete will give them 
an opportunity to “adjust some of the seat 
levels and angles toward the field.” The Cubs 
also will install new handrails throughout the 
park. 

That said, one thing that won’t change is 
the posts that obstruct some fans’ views. Vice 
president of ballpark operations Carl Rice ex- 
plained: “We’ve looked at all the steel struc- 
ture throughout the entire building, evaluat- 
ing each one of the columns. Really, to keep

upper deck being so close to the lower deck, 
we really need to keep all of those columns in 
place.”

Kenney said fans want 3:05 p.m. starting times 
on Fridays, which are prohibited by the city 
because of neighborhood concerns over park- 
ing when lights were first installed. “When 
the club returns from a road trip on the West 
Coast, they like to play later in the day,” Ken- 
ney said. 

Lufrano said neighbors “overwhelmingly” 
also want more special events, like the con- 


certs, the Northwestern-Illinois football 
game and the Winter Classic hockey game. 
He said they like street fests such as the one 
on Sheffield Avenue as well, though some 
business owners feel the fests take away from 
their own revenues. 

YOUR ... 
NECESSITIES 

The Cubs will increase bathroom capacity by 
42 percent, they said, including more in the 
upper deck. “I never thought we’d have focus 
groups about troughs in the men’s restrooms,” 
Kenney cracked. He did not say whether the 
troughs would be replaced, saying fans were 
“evenly divided” on the issue.
